The Aspect of the Kudslnn Capital Som- 


bre and Depressing. 


LONDOK, Nov. 3.— The Central News 


has this dispatch from its St. Peters- 
burg correspondent: 


"Despite the nominal celebration of 


a festival, the aspect nf the city is 
sombre and depressing. The theaters 
and music halls and hundreds-of shops 
are closed. Many public buildings are 
draped with mourning. Thousands of 
private citizens have put on black. It 
is announced that the official period of 
mourning will last three months. 


"All dispatches received to-day from 


Livadia agree that the czar's death 
was peaceful and apparently painless. 


"The czarina is prostrated. The at- 


tacks of hysteria for which Dr. Mos- 
chejewski recently treated her have 
returned and threaten to break down 
her general health besides inducing 
paralysis

less the semi-official 
statement is 


made that she bears up well under 
her trouble. Her friend and former 
governess, Mme. Descalle, a Belgian, 
has been with her throughout the or- 
deal of the last few weeks. Mme. De- 
scalle says that' the czar died in peace, 
praying audibly with Father Ivan to 
almost his last breath. She describes 
the last scenes as beautiful and im- 
pressive, although agonizing for the 
czarina." 


Sir Henry Ponsonby, the queen's pri- 


vive secretary, madb a long call yes- 
terday on M. Staal, the Russian am- 
bassador, on behalf of her-majesty." 


Black-Edged Sheet* of Mourning. 


LONDON, Nov. S.— Callers at the Rus- 


sian embassy are signing black-edged 
sheets instead of the ordinary plain 
ones. The St. James and Buckingham 
palaces and Marlborough house present 
a somber appearance, the blinds of all 
three being drawn. 


Prayers were said in the Eussiani 


embassy at 9 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing.

ALEXANDER'S 
DEATH. 


He Died an Only* True «fcu» Can Die, In- 


spired with Faith, lam and Devotion. 
LONDON, Nov. 3.—The Daily News 


has received from its Yalta correspond- 
ent the following official report of Al- 
exander Ill's death: 


"Czar Alexander's death was a pious, 


devout and Christian one. He died as 
only a true man can die, and as in 
life, he was inspired with faith, love 
and devotion. Some days ago the 
czar already felt the approach of death, 
and prepared himself for it as a faith- 
ful Christian, but without neglecting 
the affairs of government. He took 
communion on the 9th and 17th of Oc- 
tober. During the last night he was 
sleepless. In the morning he said to 
the empress: "I feel my life drawing 
to an end. He composed. My mind is 
made up." 
• 
• 
•" 
Then he ordered all the members ol 


his family to assemble around him. 
He asked his confessor to administer 
the sacrament, and took it with pious 
devotion, repeating the prayer dis- 
tinctly and in a loud, clear voice. The 
czar was sitting in an arm chair, and 
did not for a moment lose conscious- 
ness. 


"After the liturgy the czar sent for 


Father Ivan and prayed with him. 
Half an hour later he asked Father 
Ivan to come again, and he repeated 
with him the prayers for the dyinEf. 
He then received extreme unction. 
Father Ivan remained present till the 
cxa-r died. 


"At 3 o'clock the czar's pulse in- 


creased and his eyes became brighter. 
A quarter of an hour later lie let fall 
his head and delivered his soul to the 
grace of the Almighty, bequeathing to 
his people the blessings of peace."

PARIS, Nov. 3.—President Cnsimir- 


Perier presided over the cabinet meet- 
ing- held yesterday rncrning-" prior to 
the requiem services hold at the Rus- 
sian chapel. At 11 o'clock the presi- 
dent, wearing the grand cordon of the 
Legion of Honor, together -,vith the 
ministers, all in evening dress, went to 
the chapel, where they were escorted 
to seats. 


After the services in the chapel the 


president and M. Itardeau went to the 
pantheon to salute the tomb of the late 
President Carnot, in conformity to the 
French custom of visiting the dead on 
All Souls' day. Col. Chamoin accom- 
panied the president and M. Uurdeau 
on behalf of the family of M. Carnot. 
Both ceremonies were deeply impres- 
sive.

machine which will do away with type- 
writers, both instruments and opera- 
tors, if he succeeds ta perfecting hia 
Invention.

The new machine combines the pho- 


nograph and the typewriter, and in 
looks bears considerable resemblance 
to a cash register. On the front of the 
machine are small electric buttons 
which yon press before talking into the 
mouthpiece projecting from the upper 
part. This mouthpiece is connected 
with a revolving cylinder which re- 
ceives impressions in a way similar to 
the Edison phonograph. A traveling 
needle regulates the position of the lin-i 
presslons on the cylinder according to 
the size of the paper they are to be r*^ 
produced on.

The filled cylinder is placed on rollers' 


In the lower part of the machine.
